was Established in Brainerd 


With Russian Baths 


W a r has brought its misery a u d i t o r , 
desolation to th e home of Aldon Cwi. | 
w ho 7 or 8 years ago was estab­ 
lished in Brainerd and had a Russian 
bath parlor in the Hanaford block. 
The Dulu th News Tribune gives 
the sad story In detail: 
Penned in the eastern European 
w a r zone for months while h e r h u s­ 
band In Dulu th vainly endeavored to 6:30 o’clock 
com m unicate w ith her and send funds 
Mrs 
Aidon Cwt. wife of Dr. Aldon 
Cwi. of Dulu th , has died from p riv a ­ 
tion and exposure and lier three b a ­ 
bies are now facing a slmiliar fate. 
After m onths and m onths of a n ­ 
xiety. fear und futile efforts to com­ 
m unicate with his wife and babies. 
these bare details of th e grim tragedy 
were received by Dr. Cwt yesterday 
m orning th ro u g h the sta te d e p a rt­ 
m ent at Washington. - 
Mrs. Cwi died while fleeing toward 
the Russian frontier from Wllkotnir, 
where, 
with h e r th ree babies, she 
had gone for a visit with her parents 
just before the outbreak of the war in 
August, 1914. according to a com ­ 
munic atio n from the American consul 
ut Koenlgsburg, Germany, forwarded 
to Dr. Cw i by Secretary of State L a n ­ 
sing. 
The letter stated th a t rite three 
children are safe with their g r a n d ­ 
m other at WUkomir, but facing grim 
penury. No assurance was given that 
funds which Dr. Cwi, through th e 
state departm ent, has been endeavor­ 
ing to get to them for months, would 
reac Ii WHkomlr. 
Mrs. Cwi and her three little ch il­ 
dren, th e oldest 7 and the youngest 
4. left Duluth during the spring of 
1914 for a visit with Mrs C wI'h p a r ­ 
ents at Wlllkomlr, Russia. In August 
th e ^ r e a t war broke out. 
Believing 
they were safe, Mrs 
Cwt and her 
children remained at WUkomir until 
the Germans had launched th e ir «li Iv 
on Russia mid It was too late to es­ 
cape. 
For th e last nine m onths Dr. Cwi 
has been unable to obtain any word 
from his family or any assurance 
th a t the money he was endeavoring to 
send th e m had reached its d estina­ 
tion. 
A few days ago a le tter from 
th e 
American 
embassy 
at 
Berlin 
brought word th at a portion of the 
money had readied the family but all 
avenues of communication w#*r»* now 
closed and It was Impossible to get 
any f u rth e r word to or from them 
until the reg u lar mail service was 
resumed. 
No fu rth er word was re­ 
ceived until the dread news of yester­ 
day. 
It Is supposed that Mrs Cwt and 
her children fled from WUkomir with 
the approach of the Germans. 
After 
Mrs. Cwi s death. It is presumed, tho 
g ran d m o t h er returned with th e chil­ 
dren aud are now safe, but facing 
privation, under German control. 
Dr. f’wi yesterday afternoon fo r­ 
warded additional funds to Secretary 
of State Lansing with an appeal that 
it should be forwarded to WUkomir 
at the earliest possible opportu nity, 
and he be notified of the b ab ie s wel­ 
fare as soon as such inform ation Is 
available. 
Form er letters from th e 
H a t e departm ent have asserted th a t 
the American consults in Kuseia and 
Germany have been 
Instructed to 
make every possible effort to care for 
the family and seek to effect their re­ 
turn to America.
